In the Contemporary Review, Mr. Upton 
Sinclair publishes a numbor of letters from 
‘perous vho bear testimony to the efficacy of 

ja system of fasting as described in the April 
number of. the Revew,. Mr. Sinclair declares 
that as the onteome of the article ho must have 
received five or.six hundred Iettors from poople 
who either had fasted or desired. to fast, and 
who sought for farther information. 

There wore three young Indies in Gardon 
City, Long Island, who announced their iuten- 
tion to fast for threes days, ond then take 
the milk diet for two weeks—which the 
Hewspapers somewhat absurdly turned into 
a “sevonteen-day fost.” Dr, Gustav Gayer

Now. it is 
very dificult to draw tho line and say where this 
rabata ja sacrificed and where it is‘not. Some 
years it all goes and s good deal more after it. 

Produce business, og it is now conducted, is 
not as so many people seem to think a series of 
individual transactions wherein oost, freight, 
inanrance, storage, boat hire, coolie hire, 
brokerage, discount, stomps, ote., are addod up 
and if they total less than the: price offered the 
business ‘goes through, But little business 
could be done. on these lincs, It is rathor an 
interchangeable conglomeration of boar sales 
snd: bull purchases ranging over o varity of 
destinations and periods, It.isonly by the nett 
rosults ascertoined at rezular intorvale, after 
comparing cost: and proceeds, including pre- 
ferential rebates, that it can be known if businons 
is good or bad. “If results aro on the right sido. 
speculation is encouraged, ifon the wrong, mor- 
chants draw intheirtorna. Tosay that therebate 
has no influence upon our trade in to show ig- 
norance of our commorcial methods. 

1t ia a stimulant to our trade in jnst the same 
way that any other profit that merchant may 
make is. Ia it of advantage that this Colony 
should ba peopled by presnergss merchants or j8 
it nol? There is only one reply. 

If it could be shown that merchants or ship- 
owners wore taking fabnlous sums-ont of the 
Colony std were giving nothing back there 
might be some sense in the argument advanced, 


fasted for sixty-seven days, and intended to go 
to eighty... Also I received clippings telling of 
fasts which had been token in us widely scatter- 
ed pisces as California, Australia and Eng- 
land ; and I myself reosived letters from Gibral- 
tar and Eyypt and South Africa and Sonth 
Auoriéa. Only two of those from whom I have 
so far heard had any trouble. Ono of theso was 
a man who fasted four days, ond found that his 
hunger did cesse ; and the otler was a man who 
fasted eleven days for stomsch trouble, and at 
the oud had difficulty with the milk diet. Later, 
however; he wrote mo that ho was getting along 
well upon chicken broth and other things. The 
letters showed .a general uniformity, which 
made it clear to me that I had not been 
sufficiently explicit upon several important 
pointe, First, aa to how lon, 
taken. I do not recommend the “complete’”” 
fost, that is, fasting until hunger returns and 
the tongue cleare, except for deeply rooted 
chronic diseases. I recommended a. fast fora 
week or two for all troubles (excopt tuberculosis, 
which is apparently not betiefited by fasting).

“Last, and mostimportantof all, how to break 
the fast. One should take ths jnice of a couple 
of oranges every throoor four hours for the firat 
two or three days, or grape juica, if preferred, 
and then begin the milk diet. Persons: who do 
not wish to take the milk diet-may begin to 
add a fow figs and dates with tho fruit juice, and 
then in small quantities, othor of the more digost- 
ible foods. It is best to cat very light meals 
every thee or four bonrs, as the stomach is Ho 4 
weak until some nutrimant has been absorbed: 
Ono is smazed at. the recuperation, .the 
strength that one geta, from. even the juice of 
one orange. After fusting a week I would not ex- 
pect to eat full-sized meals for at least five or six’ 
doys thereafter, With regard to the meatdiette 
to which I referred in my article. I would say 
that I found it an interesting experiment, but 
would not care to follow it permanently, and 
do not recommend it except, possib’y, in-cases of 
tubarculosiz, for which it was advocated by Dr:
